young in 
distress 

AS a Samaritan 
volunteer in this 
area for more than 
20 years, and with 
a background in 
education, I have 
enjoyed working 
with a wide 
variety of people, 
especially the 
young. 

So when I 
became director 
of Lewisham, 
Greenwich and 
Southwark (LGS) 
Samaritans in July 
I put work with 
young people as a 
top priority. 

The number 
of local callers 
we support by 
telephone remains 
high, but we also 
get more and more 
emails and texts, 
often preferred by 
the young. 

Those who use text 
to communicate 
distress are 
growing proof that 
young people need 
Samaritans more 
than ever. Studies 
indicate one in 10 
young people self- 
harm. Many suffer 
exam stress, peer 
pressure, bullying, 
and recent figures 
show that one in 
five aged 16 to 24 
are unemployed. 

In short, many of 
the youth of today 
feel sidelined, 
particularly in 
inner city areas 
like Greenwich. 
That’s why our 
work with them is 
vital. 

Our volunteers 
are fully trained in 
how to respond by 
text (plus phone, 
email and face 
to face) and our 
target is to reply to 



any text message 
within an hour. 
Young people 
want answers now 
- we know that. 

A third of our 
current listening 
volunteers are 
under 35, and 
we are actively 
looking to involve 
more young people 
who can empathise 
with the problems 
of their peers in 
all aspects of our 
work, including 
fundraising in the 
borough leading 
up to next year’s 
Olympics. 

We want our 
outreach work 
to get to all 
young people in 
Greenwich, so we 
plan a mailout to 
every secondary 
school and youth 
group in the 
borough this term. 
We’re also 
organising a pilot 
programme of 
support in a local 
secondary school 
and will use the 
experience to 
expand visits to 
other schools in 
Greenwich. We are 
also working on 
a Samaritan App 
designed for young 
people. 

Our aim is to 
support vulnerable 
young local people 
in the early stages 
of distress, as 
well as helping 
those whose 
need has become 
acute.

Will Skinner 
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Council 'appalled' by destruction of headstones 


GREENWICH Council has 
taken emergency legal 
measures to prevent any 
further destruction of 
headstones in St Alfege Park 
in Greenwich town centre. 

The council was “appalled” 
that a number of headstones 
had been broken and moved 
by a Community Payback 


team on the instruction of 
the park’s Friends’ Group. 

The council took legal 
steps to prevent any further 
damage happening. 

It will also be reviewing 
the working arrangements 
with Friends groups across 
the borough to ensure that 
such an event is not repeated. 


Cllr John Fahy, the council’s 
cabinet member for culture 
and the Olympics, said: 
“This was done without the 
council’s prior knowledge 
and we are appalled by the 
action. We understand the 
distress this will cause to a 
great number of people. 

“No graves were affected 


but as the council was 
unable to reach anyone in 
authority, it issued a legal 
notice to prevent the friends’ 
group carrying out further 
works.” 

He added: “The council is 
now looking to create an 
appropriate setting for the 
headstones.” 



Time to get in line for a go on park's Flying Fox 


EXCITED youngsters had 
to wait in line before they 
could enjoy the Flying Fox 
cable ride in their new 
park playground - Mayor 
of Greenwich Jim Gillman 
wanted to have a go first! 

The zip- wire ride is just 
one of the attractions at the 
playground won by the efforts 
of the Friends of Horn Park in 
Lee, and councillor Gillman 
was there to launch it at a 
family fun day held in balmy 
autumn sunshine. 

“I had a great time and I 
hope all the local children did 
as well,” said the mayor. “It’s 
a wonderful new facility in 
Horn Park and credit must go 
to the friends group that has 
worked so hard to transform it 
in recent years.” 

The group, set up in 
partnership with Greenwich 
Council, received £40,000 
from the Community Spaces

programme, managed by 
Groundwork UK as part 
of the Big Lottery Fund’s 
Changing Spaces initiative, 
to add to the £20,000 from 
Greenwich Council and £5,000 
from the Capital Community 
Foundation’s Grassroots 
Grants programme. 

They have turned 91.75 
square metres of parkland 
into the playground for six 
to 12-year-old children in the 
park. 

As well as the Cable Rider 
there’s a Megavortex swing 
with basket along with a 
bucket swing - which can 
accommodate both physically 
able and handicapped 
youngsters - a Pyramid Net 
and two Nexus Whizzers. 

Eight-year-old Rachel Cook 
and her sister Danielle, seven, 
go to the park most weekends 


when they visit their gran, 
and they’ll be going even 
more often now. Rachel said: 
“The new playground is 
great. There’s so much more 
to do now. The Flying Fox was 
fantastic, everyone loved it.” 

Much fun was also had on 
the huge bouncy castle slide, 
there were queues for the face- 
painting Pocket the clown ran 
the inter-active entertainment. 
The New Lodge Riding School 
brought along a beautiful 
pony and Horn Park primary 
school provided much-needed 
ice cream. 

Beryl Williams, of Horn Park 
Friends said: “Completion 
of the project means that 
the three wishes of the local 
community identified in a 
survey conducted in July, 2007, 
have now been realised. We’ll 
have to do this again next 
year.”

taking that anyone coming off 
benefits to take up a Games 
Time opportunity will have their 
applications to renew their claims 
fast-tracked when a post comes to an 
end. There will be ongoing support 
from GLLaB to help residents into 
long-term employment when their 
temporary roles finish. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, the council’s 
cabinet member for regeneration, 
enterprise and skills, said: 

“London 2012 will provide a 
unique opportunity for many of 
our residents not only to find new 
temporary work but also get a taste 
first-hand of all the excitement 
of the Olympic and Paralympic 
Games.” 

All people working at Games Time, 
either directly with LOCOG or with 
one of their contractors, are required 
to undergo a background security 
check known as ‘accreditation’. 

This process applies to the entire 
workforce, at all competition and 
non-competition venues, to both paid 
and voluntary workers. 

Contractors can submit accreditation 
applications from December, and the 
process usually takes between four 
to six weeks. All applications must 
be complete by April 21 next year.

THE revamped sports pitches 
at Kidbrooke, where footballers 
taking part in the 2012 Olympics 
will be doing their training, 
have been officially opened. 

Carrying out the ribbon-cutting at Long 
Lane Junior Football Club in Dursley 
Road were Olympic gold medallist 
Jonathan Edwards, club chief executive 
Mick Northwood, and Cllr John Fahy, 
Greenwich Council’s cabinet member for 
sport and the Olympics. 

Guests at last Thursday’s opening were 
given a tour of the pitches, and soccer demo 
by 40 young club players. 

The ceremony followed a £500,000 
investment to level the pitches and provide 
new drainage. The funds were provided 
by sponsors including the Football 
Foundation, the London Marathon Trust, 
and Greenwich Council, which owns and 
leases the site to the club. 

The council contributed £50,000 towards 
the project, under its Playground to Podium 
scheme, which is designed to encourage 
people of all ages to become more active 
and play sport. 

The project means Long Lane has become 
one of the largest and best-equipped junior 
football clubs in the country. The site 
is now so prestigious that London 2012

organisers LOCOG chose it as an Olympic 
training venue. Talks are now going on to 
secure additional funds to irrigate the site 
so it can become one of the best grounds in 
the country for community football. 

Thanking the club’s sponsors, Mick 
Northwood said: “The continuing 
support and faith in the club shown by 
the Football Foundation, the London 
Marathon Trust, Greenwich Council, the 
Football Association and the London FA 
has transformed this once-vandalised 
site into one of the best sporting facilities 
in the county, giving many youngsters 
the opportunity of playing their sport in 
magnificent surroundings and in a safe and 
healthy environment.” 

He added: “The very thought of having 
up to eight different footballing nations 
training at Long Lane truly takes your 
breath away and will be for ever a major 
part of the club’s history.” 

Cllr Fahy added: “Working in partnership 
with clubs like Long Lane is an excellent 
example of what can be achieved, and is 
an important step towards achieving our 
Olympic legacy and encouraging people to 
participate in sport. The council is delighted 
to be able to support this project.”

Police renew appeal for police car attacker 


POLICE have caught up with 
more people suspected of being 
involved in the August disorder. 

A woman from Charlton was 
sentenced to 16 months imprisonment 
after pleading guilty to the burglary 
of the Carphone Warehouse store, 
in Powis Street, Woolwich, August 8. 

Mohinma Khanom, 23, was found in 
possession of over 50 phones and laptop 
tablets when police searched her home. 
Officers had received information 
that stolen property was being stored 
at Khanom’ s Charlton home and she 
confessed once confronted by officers. 

She appeared at Woolwich Crown 
Court on August 25 where she was 
sentenced to 16 months imprisonment. 
Other suspects have been arrested during 
early morning raids across the borough 
which were part of a special police 
operation to target robbers, burglars 
and those involved in the disorder. 

More than 180 officers from Safer 
Neighbourhoods, CID and the Greenwich 
Violent and Organised Crime Unit 
have been involved in Operation Birch 
during a two-day crackdown last month. 

Officers made arrests for a range of 
offences including, handling stolen 
goods, affray, breach of curfew, criminal 
damage, burglary, indecent assault, 
fraud, homophobic crime, domestic 
ABH, GBH and assault on police officers. 
They also retrieved a significant 
amount of Cannabis alongside 
class A drugs and a hand gun. 

DCI Mike Balcombe, in charge of 
Operation Birch said: “Police have 
been busy locating and arresting those 
involved with the disorder in Woolwich 
in the past month but we have also 
continued to focus our attention on 
other criminals who might have thought 
that they had slipped under the radar.” 

Police are also renewing appeals for

a man they want to speak to allegedly 
involved in an assault on an unmarked 
police car during the disturbances. 

They’re appealing for Jo Ago, 22, in 
relation to the assault in which the 
driver was injured. CCTV images 
show a suspect throwing bricks at the 
windows of the car. The suspect is 
seen wearing a distinctive Adidas top. 
Police also want to speak to Ago about 
other incidents related to burglary and 
criminal damage during the disorder. 

Borough Commander Richard Wood 



said: “We want to talk to Jo Ago to 
ascertain whether he is the man seen in 
the footage. The public has provided us 
with a number of investigative leads in the 
past month. We are very grateful for all the 
help and support we have received. If you 
know Ago, please call us in confidence.”

T HERE are many reasons 
why a child may need to be 
fostered. 

These could include: death or ill- 
health of a parent or both, divorce, 
child abuse or neglect, financial 
problems, parents unable to cope for 
whatever reason, or children waiting 
for an adoptive family. 

In Greenwich many of the children 
who are officially in the care of 
Greenwich Council live in one of 
the hundred or so households which 
foster children. 

Experts generally agree that 
foster families are the best option 
for children in care giving them 
the benefit of being close to their 
schools and friends, while having 
the comfort and familiarity of their 
neighbourhoods.

Hundreds cal 
her ‘mum’ 


D EE and her husband Simon 
have been ‘mum and dad’ to 
more children than they are able to 
remember, with ages ranging from just 
a few weeks to 20 years old. 

“I have fostered for Greenwich Council 
for more than 26 years, so it’s just 
impossible to say how many there were 
- but it certainly runs into hundreds,” 
said Dee, who started fostering after 
going to a special workshop organised 
by the council. 

“My daughter was disabled, and I 
wanted to have a job I could do at 
home,” she said. “What I heard was 
interesting, so I applied to be a foster 
parent. The first one was 14-month- 
old Craig, and it all started from 
there. I’ve been doing it ever since, 
and many children who are now 
grown up still come back to see me 
and they have children of their own 
- so I’m nanny to some of them. 
“Some children I fostered for just 


a few hours, but the longest was for 10 
years.” 

Simon, a fire consultant, and Dee 
married seven years ago, and the couple 
have continued to foster ever since. 

“We get a great sense of achievement, 
knowing we do a good job and help 
the children to move on and better 
themselves,” said Dee. “We took in one 
boy at 15, who had some behavioural 
problems. My son, who is profoundly 
deaf, taught him sign language. He 
was then able to start doing signing for 
deaf children at his school, and he went 
on to win a Princess Diana award for 
achievement.” 

So based on years of experience with 
hundreds of children, what advice 
would Dee give to people thinking of 
becoming foster parents? She said: “If 
you love children and want to help 
them, then it’s brilliant, and adds to 
your own self-worth. But you have to 
tread a thin line between being too soft 
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and too firm with them. 

“I will continue to do it 
as long as I can, because 
it keeps me young - with 
babies you can’t relax, so 
it keeps me active mentally 
and physically.”

CARING FAMILIES: a Greenwich Council advert for foster families 


F OR some parents when 
grown-up children fly the 
nest it can be a relief, while 
for others it can be a time to 
re-evaluate their lives and even 
the chance to start a foster 
family. 

While chatting to a fellow carer, 
Sheila was recommended to 
try fostering. After giving it 
some careful thought Sheila 
and husband George decided 
to become foster parents. 
George told GT: “It is a very 
involved and intense process. 
At the time you wonder about 
the relevance of the questions 


asked and the things that are 
said but it all becomes clear 
and apparent down the line. 
It’s a very self-illuminating 
process and you soon realise 
it should be a very thorough 
and cautious journey because 
it’s all about the welfare and 
happiness of the child when it 
all boils down to it”. The couple 
were recommended by the 
fellow carer and put forward 
a written recommendation 
to the fostering service. They 
were then interviewed over 
the phone and were visited 
by a fostering social worker 


and a carer for over a year. 
Their friends and family, who 
would have direct contact with 
the foster child, were also 
interviewed and CRB-checked. 
A reference was received 
from their GP and their house 
was assessed for suitability 
and safety. Their assessment 
went to a panel and they were 
approved as foster carers. 
Now going into their first year, 
Sheila and George have a nine- 
month-old baby boy in their 
care. “He has definitely become 
one of the family. We have loved 
seeing him grow and develop - 


it’s even worth getting up at 
5 o’clock in the morning for!” 
And George added: “We’ve 
had superb support from the 
council. They’ve been very 
upfront and communicative 
and have put us in the know 
about everything from training 
courses to tax advice.” They 
stress that the measures that 
they’ve gone through should 
not deter people that are 
interested in becoming a carer. 
“It is very satisfying, rewarding 
and above all you feel really 
appreciated as a foster carer,” 
added George.

Help and advice on mental health 


WORLD Mental Health 
Day is being marked in 
the borough with an event 
offering help and advice 
sessions from experts and 
professionals.

T HIS week has been tagged 
as ‘Back to Business’ week 
for Woolwich, as Greenwich 
Council joins forces with 
community groups, businesses, and 
the military to celebrate the town’s 
exciting regeneration, and to draw 
a line under the August disorder. 

Events are taking place throughout the 
week in the newly-revamped General 
Gordon Square, culminating in a day of 
festivities and celebrations on Saturday, 
which include the official civic welcome 
to the 2nd Battalion The Princess of 
Wales’s Royal Regiment, which has 
relocated to Woolwich Barracks. 

All this week, special offers and 
valuable discounts will be available in 
shops and business throughout the town 
centre, and the council and its partners 
will be hosting information stands in 
General Gordon Square . 

Saturday’s big event will run from 
10am to 4pm and will begin with a 
parade led by the 2nd Battalion’s Drums. 
There will be a ceremony to welcome 
the regiment to the borough, and also to 
formally open the new square. 

The parade will leave the barracks at 
10am and march down Artillery Place, 
across the crossroads into Wellington 
Street then left into Market Street, then 
right into Calderwood Street, through 
the barrier to the left of Marks and 
Spencer and then right down Powis 
Street to arrive in the square at 10.20am. 
The troops will be welcomed by Cllr

A NEW 96-bedroom hotel above the rail 
and DLR station is among the latest 
developments changing the skyline of 
Woolwich town centre. 

The new hotel, which will be operated 
by hotel chain Premier Inn, is part of 
a 16-floor building above the station at 
the junction of Woolwich New Road and 
Spray Street. 

The scheme also includes 53 new homes 
and 3,645 square metres of shop space 
providing scores of new jobs in retail and 
tourism. 

The hotel scheme follows on the heels of 
a revamped town centre square which is 
set for its official opening during Back 
to Business Week. With trees and grass 
terraces, the newly landscaped General 
Gordon Square provides a green oasis 
for residents, workers and visitors to 
Woolwich. And a new focal point in the 


square is the 25-metre Big Screen which 
displays local information as well as live 
broadcasts of local and national news, 
sport, music and entertainment. 

The screen has been set up in a 
partnership between the council, the 
BBC and LOCOG, the London Organising 
Committee of the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games, and the climax of 
programming will be live coverage of the

In the meantime, all eyes are on the 
continuing development of the massive 
Love Lane site which sits between 
Woolwich New Road and Wellington 
Street where Peggy Middleton House 
used to be.

library four times the size of the former 
library building in Calderwood Street. 
Now demolition work is set to start on 
the Royal Mail sorting office on the 
corner of Thomas Street and Woolwich 
New Road to make way for the rest of the 
town’s Woolwich Central development. 

It includes a new Tesco superstore set to 
open next year in addition to a new car 
park and 960 new homes - all helping to 
create hundreds of new jobs. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, the council’s cabinet 
member for regeneration, enterprise 
and skills, said: “These schemes will 
all offer a further boost to the economy 
in Woolwich, bringing more visitors 
with their spending power and creating 
new jobs for local people in addition to 
the many new homes which are being 
provided.”

A radical re-telling of Shakespeare ’s Othello has been transported 
to the West Indies and stars a familiar face from EastEnders... 


# SHE’S best known 
for playing sassy 
teenager Libby Fox in 
EastEnders, but next 
week Belinda Owusu 
makes her stage debut in a new 
adaptation of Shakespeare’s Othello 
at Greenwich Theatre. 

“To start off doing something like 
Shakespeare is amazing,” 22-year-old 
Belinda said. “This is different from 
anything that I’m used to. When I 
was in EastEnders we didn’t have 
extensive rehearsal time so it’s nice 
to spend three weeks on one piece.” 
It’s on from October 10-12 at 
the theatre on Crooms Hill, 
and Belinda plays Desdemona, 
the black heroine who falls 
in love with the powerful 
romantic Othello - a man who, 
to the disgust of her father, 
has white skin. 

The production - which is a 
collaboration between the Nuffield 
and Yellowfield theatres - has turned 
the racially-charged text on its head. 
In the original, Othello is the only 
black character in the Mediterranean 
setting, here Othello is the sole white 
man in a Caribbean reboot. 

Director of Greenwich Theatre, 
James Haddrell told Scene : “The 
play has been completely changed

around, but Othello still experiences 
the same prejudices and is ostracised 
in the same way as in the original.” 
The re-worked narrative focuses 
on the doomed relationship 
between Othello, Desdemona and 
the scheming Iago, and joining 

Belinda in the 
production, 




is Bahamian actor Craig Pinder 
as Othello and Moses Hardwick 
as Iago. James added: “There are 
only three members of the cast, 
and what’s interesting is the way 
they have drilled right down into 
the relationship between the three 
characters.” 

The production has historically 
been one of Shakespeare’s most 
controversial. 

When Paul Robeson - a black 
American and the son of a slave 
played Othello on Broadway in the 
1940s, the performances electrified a 
still segregated nation. 

“In the play Othello is a 
respected military figure, but 
it’s an uncomfortable respect 
hich starts to break down as 
the characters begin to reveal 
what they really feel,” said 
James. “People’s ingrained feelings 
about race come to the surface. But 
what’s really interesting is that even 
though the whole race element has 
been reversed the scenario is exactly 
the same.” 

Moses, like Belinda, is still at an 
early stage in his career having 
recently graduated from RADA. 

Craig is the experienced hand, 
having appeared in the original cast 
of Les Miserables in the West End 
as well as a host of other stage and 
screen credits. 

After winning a scholarship and 
studying at the Anna Fiorentini 
Theatre and Film School, Belinda 
was spotted by producers and 
bagged the role of Libby when 
she was just seventeen. 

Four years later, having won the 
2010 GUBA Rising Star Award, 
she made the transition into live 
theatre. 

“It’s very nerve-wracking - like in 
any job you do,” she said, “because 
you want to make everybody 
proud.” But, she added: “If all 
stage- work is like this, I think 
I’ll definitely do more in the 
future.”

The humble ukulele took centre stage 
at Blackheath Halls last week , but 
don’t write it off, says Dick Morgan... 


IT is a small, unprepossessing 
k N instrument which has only 

< four strings. Popularised 
by George Formby in the 
1930s, this poor relation of 
the guitar is without artifice and generally 
looked down upon by classical musicians. 
But take the four different sizes - soprano, 
concert tenor and baritone, put them in the 
hands of them to the eight members of the 
Ukulele Orchestra of Great Britain and 
throw them on stage at Blackheath Halls, 
and it’s the recipe for an excellent night 
out. 

Together - more or less - since 1985, the 
band has its origins in the “Republic of 
South Yorkshire,” to quote nominal leader, 
George Hinchcliffe. 

When his father first bought him the 
instrument, George is said to have asked: 
“Could we have some strings?” 

The orchestra has been touring ever since, 
and against the odds and despite the snobs, 
the group today are a world-renowned 
band. “We’re thinking of launching a 
perfume”, Dave “Ponytail” Suich quipped. 

If the instrument lacks gravitas, then so 
too does the group, full of self-deprecating 
humour and refusing to be taken or indeed 
take themselves, too seriously. 

“This poxy instrument can’t do much... and 
it forces us to think imaginatively about 
how to make sounds”, Mr Grove- White 


added with a refreshing lack of musical 
pomposity. But make no mistake, these 
are skilled musicians all and what they do 
with the instrument is quite astonishing 
to behold. In addition to the finger speed, 
versatility and control, their voices are 
compelling and the harmonies strong. 
There was even a whistling solo by 
baritone player Jonty Bankes, whose 
rendition of Bowie’s Life on Mars was 
as unusual but as melodious as the 
unaccompanied Pinball Wizard to the 
rhythm of a sea shanty. 

While the second half of the show lacked 
the impact of the first, renditions of The 
Good, The Bad and The Ugly, Slave to 
the Rhythm and Teenage Dirtbag kept 
the crowd happy as did some quite 
spectacular solos by Hinchcliffe and Richie 
Hall. But their 25 years together has taught 
them one thing above all: that you rise and 
you fall as a team. Nothing worked better 
than their final encore - seven different 
songs somehow sung simultaneously to 
one single tune. 

Thanks to a much-improved programme, 
the Halls were once again packed and the 
audience seemed to love what they saw. 

“I absolutely no idea that a Ukulele 
Orchestra could possibly be quite so 
good”, an elderly gentlemen remarked 
to his wife. Frankly, neither did I. Book 
early so as not miss out on next year.

It was a night of young British 
talent at the North Greenwich venue on 
September 24.

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed.

When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 

longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with 
an urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply?

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme.
